“The Monroe Doctrine has elimi- 
nated the necessity of South and 
Central American countries main- 
taining large navies and armies for 
their own protection,” said Ad- 
miral Hussey.

had artistic value but was not prac- 
tical. xes were virtually nil and 
the maintetrance of the main street 


was a problem. The one-man jail 
had had only one occupant in 26 
years and~he had dropped off a 
freight train drunk. He might as 
well have dropped off in Waterloo. 
It seemed like Fate at the time 
but any modern’ thinker could 
easily see that it was an accident. 
With no taxes and no demand for 
a jail, the town saw no reason for 
remaining in existence and voted 
to return to Its old status, putting 
the burden of caring for the road 
on Monroe County.

KMOX. 

During the Robin's endurance 
flight, both KMOX and KWK 
broadcast reports from the field. 
KMOX claimed a contract for an 
exclusive broadcast of the ‘lyers’ 
messages.on landing, but the field 
manager ruled exclusive rights had 
no standme at a municipal air- 
port. However, during the con- 
fusion that attended the flyers 
landing, KWK suddenly went off 
the air. Its chief en,ineer, Thom- 
as R. McLean, charged that he had 
been slugged and someone had cut 
the KWK wire. 

McLean swore out a felony war- 
rant against Tevis in connection 
with the alleged wire cutting. The 
warrant was dismissed Wednesdi:.~ 
by Justice of the Peace Stecker on 
the ground the wire was the pri- 
vate property of KWK and not 
within the statute protecting pub- 
lic utility wires. Thereupon Tevis 
sued for $75,000 damages, charz- 
ing false arrest and malicious pros- 
ecution.

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BRITISH TEXTILE STRIKE 
ENDS; 500,000 RETURN 


1500 Mills to Resume Work 
Monday—Arbitration Court 
Chosen. 


By the Associated Press. 

MANCHESTER, Engiand, Aug. 
16.—Half a million workers will 
return to their tasks Monday and 
Lancashire’s1500 cotton milis will 
start operation after a shutdown of 
three weeks. 

An eleventh hour conference last 
night between representatives of 
the striking workers and employ- 
ers resulted in an agreement to 
submit to arbitration the employ- 
ers’ demand for a wage cut of 12,82 
per cent. 

Work will be resumed Monday 
and the old rate of wages will be 
paid pending the decision of the 
arbitration court, which is to con- 
sist of five members. Two nomi- 
nated by the employers, two by the 
workers and an independent chair- 
man to be mutually agreed upon. 
Both sides have agreed to abide by 
the decision, 

The result of the conference was 
announced by Sir Horace Wilson, 
secretary of the Ministry of Labor, 
mediator in the dispute. Sir Horace 
sailed today for Canada to join J. 
H. Thomas, Minister of Employ- 
ment, on his mission to stimulate 
British emigration to the dominion.

300 Qualify for 
School Children’s 


Athletic Meet 


With 569 of the school play- 
grounds competing, the prelimi- 
naries in the 13 track and field 
events to be held at the Public 
Schools Stadium, Aug. 24, as part 


of the school playground festival, 
were run off yesterday. Of more 
than 3000 school playground chil- 
dren who took part, 300 were chos- 
en on the basis of their showing in 
the various heats held yesterday 
and these will represent their 
playgrounds in the festival meet. 
The. winner and next four placing 
teams in this meet are to be given 
points toward the Patrons’ Al- 
liance Challenge Trophy, which 
will be awarded at the festival to 
the school playground which 
makes the best all round record. 

Judging from the marks turned 
in in the preliminaries, it is im- 
probable that Laclede, winner of 
the trophy last year, will repeat its 
success this season. Of the many 
playgrounds taking part, Laclede 
qualified five individuals and five 
teams, a total of 35 children, to 
lead the list. Next in line were 
Ashland and Mullanphy, which 
tied for second with 22 children 
each. Other playgrounds, which 
qualified 10 or more, are Fremont 
10, Wyman 20, Harrison 15, Far- 
ragut 14, Cupples 10, and Dozier 
12. 

The events included four for se- 
nior, two for intermediate and two 
for junior boys, with three for se- 
nior and two for junior girls. Five 
of the events, one in each of these 
classes, was a relay race or similar 
team race, while the remaining 
eight were individual competitions.

Other times 
they conveniently lost their memories for 
essential details. Other times they told a 
different story on the witness stand in the} 
trial of the case than they had embodied in 
their original report. Dozens of cases have 
been lost because the evidence was secured on 
defective search warrants, and it has been 
apparent often that the defects had bees 
bought and paid for. 


Dismissal Fee, $50. 

We have lost cases because politically ap- 
pointed marshals assembled questionable 
juries or failed properly to guard juries to 
prevent tampering and bribery or the exertion 
of political influence. We failed to obtain 
convictions, even where the prohibition unit 
had furnished us with competent and suffi- 
cient evidence because politically appointed 
District Attorneys, who were less lawyers than 
politicians, had established definite schedules 
of fees for what came to be known as “nolle 
prossing” liquor cases. Time after time they 
dismissed cases without trial because of an 
alleged want of proper evidence, disappear- 
ance of witnesses, etc. Bootleggers in one 
Western State advertised that the standard 
fee was $50 in ordinary small cases thus dis- 
missed.

Two engineers suggest that the business district be surrounded by a wide thorough- 
fare, on which will be huge parking garages; no private automobiles will be 
allowed within this segregated district, but free transportation will be furnished to 


all on shuttle-cars or busses.

T would seem, in our opinion, that the 
| most successful “downtown. section” of 

any city would be one that best preserved 
its importance as a meeting place and 
minimized its position as a wavy station. And 
it would also seem that the best way to ac- 
complish this is to prohibit all unnecessary 
n.otor traffic in the downtown section dur- 
ing business hours. Vehicles have no util- 
ity in a place of meeting. ) 

— - * 

The first step in the proceeding would 
seem to be to fix the limits of a down- 
town Section, inside which no privately 
owned motor vehicle is ever permitted to 
enter during business hours: say from 7 
in the morning unti!] 7 at night. Merchan- 
dise to be hauled in and waste to be hauled 
out during the night. Then. compictely 
surround this downtown business district 
with a wide street. Vehicles going from 
one part of the city to another are to de- 
tour around the restricted district. 

Facing this detour street on the side ad- 
jacent to the restricted business section. 
build the parkine garages, as many stories 
in height as the storage of cars requires 
People having business in the downtown 
OHusiness section wil] park their cars in these 
ouildings. 

On the streets in the restricted section 
should be free motor vehicites for passen- 


gers, which wouid be equipped with very 
low olatform bodtes to reguire but one 
step tor passengers to enter them. These 


motor vehicles really substitute for a mov- 
ing sidewaik running the entire tenkth of 
the street. 

These busses or 
lines, the float on 


fioats should run in two 
the inside making iocal 
stops along the curbstone, the “express” 
bus running from intersection to intersec- 
tion without. stopping. operating in the 
samie manner as a tour-truck subway. Since 
paverpents are bullt for vehicles to roi! over 
rather than to stand upon, the downtown 


pavements will all De practically 12 feet 
wider than at present, as soon as parking 
along the curb is done away with 

Thes. free floats or busses are in one 
sense really an extension of the pounilding 
eieva.ors. No one dreams of charging ad- 


iniasion to the elevators of an office build- 
ing. thelr cost and operation being charged 
into the rental paid by the tenant The 
fioats in the street should be considered 
m the same light. 

The street cars should be left entirely 
alone, with the exception that turns in the 
downtown section should be eliminated 
whereve, possibie Street cars deliver thefr 
passengers, load on new ones and go on 
about their business. Private care do not 
do this. 


Interurban cars hould not run through 
s “restricted district” on the surface of the 
street. Their function its to take pecple 
away from it or bring them to it, not to 
distribute peopie through it. 

The assumption that no privately owned 
motor vehicles are to be allowed on the 
downtown streets must be qualified to this 
extent: Dusiness firms situated within the 
restricted district, whose vehicies are vita! 
to the transaction of their affairs, should 
a

be allowed the number actually requisite 
to their business, and permits should be 
issued for that number of vehicles. En- 
courage these firms to toad and unload 
somewhere else than alongside the curbs, 
however. Downtown banks need their 
cash cars during business hours, and down- 
tow. hotels need their delivery trucks for 
dispatching travelers’ baggage. The mail 
must move, and other activities of govern- 
ment such as police and fire departments 
must carry on; but all unnecessary freight 
movement should be postponed until after 
business hours.

Aliso, that as the need 
arises. another one could be organized 
alongside it as it is not the intention in 
presenting this idea to hamper or limit 
the growth of a city. In the uptown shop- 
ping district the same idea could be adopt- 
ed: and. in general, the use of a motor car 
for city use during business hours wouid 
consist chiefly of driving over wide boule- 
vards from one business section to another. 

Traifii within the restricted area would 
move freely and expeditiousiy. on account 
o* the substitution of system instead of the 
baphazard, street-jamming lack of system 
now prevailing. Conveyances being oper- 
ated by trained, responsible persons whose 
jobs would depend on their efficiency, and 
street crossing by pedestrians being elimi- 
nate. travel would be quite safe and many 
traffic officers could be done away with. 
thus decreasing public expense 

To summarize. our sugge@tion is to segre- 
gate the most congested business district. 
surround it with a wide thoroughtare and 
edequate garages for parking autos, and to 
operate shuttle cars on the streets within 
the secPexated district in the piace of the 
myriad miscelianeous care which sow jam 
the streets during business hours. The de- 
tails must be worked out in accordance 
with tocal conditions, but the broad plan 
is presented here in the hope that city 
planning boards will give it due considera- 


tion.

JUNIOR HOMEMARING 
IS AGREAT GAME 


Housekeeping Responsibilities 
Should Be Shared by 
Boys and Girls. 


Home economics, or the science 
of homemaking, has became an 
accepted part of our educational 
system and is being taught in 


1 


nearly all elementary and sec-. i- 
ary schools, though it is still in 


more places an elective subject. 

Boys as well as girls are inter- 
ested in it, and we are consta.tly 
hearing of the real and active way 
in which boys are attacking prob- 
lems of cookery, houseplannins, 
home management and even child 
care. Parents, in general, while 
they have acknewledged that home 
economics should have a place in 
the school curriculum, have been 
slower to co-operate with the 
school and let their children ac- 
tually put into practice the things 
they have lea.ned. Yet I firmly 
believe that the lack of just such 
practical training in home-making 
is one of the biggest contributing 
factors to the conditions of home 
life (or lack of it!) with which we 
are confronted today. 

Most young people like to share 
that 
something depends on them. Cer- 
tainl; in the management of a 
home some responsibility shoull 
be theirs, and it is up to them as 
well as their parents to see that 
‘ey get it. 

Parents sometimes need to be 
shown that the younger members 
know how to do things, and there 
is no better time than during this 
summer vacation period for you 
to show that you can do your 
share around the house. 


School vacation doesn’t mean 
any rest or vacation time for 
mother, but the junior members 
can make it easier for her, by as- 
suming certain responsibilities and 
seeing that they are carried out. 

For instance in one family I 
know quite well, there are four 
children, two girls of 10 and 14, 
and twin boys of “almost 12.” 

On the maid’s day out each week 
the meals are planned, marketed 
for and prepared by them—the 
girls one week and the boys the 
next. In addition each on~ has 


the responsibility of taking care 
of his or her room entirely. 

On the days that they prepare 
the meals, the menu is discussed 
with mother and the market list 
made out with its approximate cost. 
Mother then takes a vacation s0 
far as luncheon, dinner and dish- 
washing are concerned. 

The week the girls get the meals 
the boys do the dishes, and vice 
versa. 

There is considerable rivalry be- 
tween the two teams in planning 
attractive and economical meals, 
and the experience all are gaining 
is, just now, regarded as good fun. 
Later on it will be more appreci- 
ated. 

The meals are necessarily rather 
simple and usually consist of only 
one or two hot dishes with a salad 
and a simple dessert. Here are 
some of their menus—you may 
wish to use them in much the same 
way. 

Luncheou Menus. 

1. Cream of pea soup, pineapple 
and cheese salad, gingerbread, 
milk. 2. Baked bean salad, whole- 
wheat bread and butter, sliced 
peaches, iced cocoa. 3. Scrambled 
eggs on toast, cabbage salad, black- 
berries, milk. 

Dinner Menus. 

1. Fruit cup, Spanish rice, string 
beans, fresh fruit, tea and milk. 
2. Broiled chops, mashed potatoes, 
vegetable salad, fruit desert, jello, 
tea or milk. 3. Cold meat, creamed 
potatoes, tomato salad, blanc 
mange with peaches, coffee, tea.

Modern appetites upparently have 
been fascinated by raw carrot sal- 


ads for the demand for recipes for 
salads based on raw carrots is both 
insistant and unabated. 
These carrot salads are recom- 
mended as being - particularly 
tempting. 
Raw Carrot Salad. 
Grate young raw carrots to make 
one cupful. Mix with one cupful 
of cooked fresh green peas or lima 
beans, one-half cup of diced raw 
celery, one tablespoon chopped 
sweet pickle and enough mayon- 
naise to moisten. Serve on lettuce 
with a garnish of cream cheese 
balis rolled in minced parsley. A 
good hot weather luncheon or sup- 
per salad.

Probably the most difficult of | 
these rules to follow is the choos- | 
ing of balanced meals. | 

Every person should take steps | 
to inform himself as to what a | 
balanced diet consists of and then | 
whether the meals are purchased | 
in a restaurant or prepared at 
home, he may be assured of the | 
proper food. | 

A balanced meal is one which | 
contains building, fuel and regulat- 
ing foods. 

All foods may be put in one of | 
these three classes. Building foods 
are meat, milk, eggs, cheese and | 
legumes. Fuel foods include cer- 
eals, bread, fats, sugars and root 
vegetables. In the regulating class | 
are fruits, leafy vegetables, whole 
grain cereals and bran. 

In planning meals, one should 
select at least one food from each 
group for every meal; stress espe- 
cially those foods which are regu- 
lating, and be sure to_- include 
plenty of milk (a pint a day for |

Gring vinegar and sugar to boiling 
point and pour over chopped vege- 
tables. Remove peppers from 
brine and s.uff with this mixture. 
Put tops in place on peppers and 
fasten with toothpicks or tie with 
string. Pack in jars and fill to 
overflowing with syrup made by 
cooking together for 20 minutes: 
Two pounds sugar, one and one- 
half pints vinegar and three or 
four sticks cinnamon. Seal at 
once. 


How to Make Good Tea. 

Use a teaspoonful of tea for each 
cup and an extra spoonful for the 
pot. Have the water “mad boil- 
ing hot.” Pour the water on the 
tea and allow to draw for at least 
five minutes.
